I. Claims 1 -31 , drawn to a method of filtering a polymer, classified in class 
210, subclass 767. 

II. Claims 32-52, drawn to a method of preparing a solvent to be used for 
dissolving a polymer, classified in class 210, subclass 634. 

III. Claims 53-63, drawn to a method preparing a cellulose ester polymer film, 
classified in class 536, subclass 58. 

IV. Claims 64 and 65, drawn to a method of analyzing hydrogen ion 
concentration, classified in class 436, subclass 144. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has 
separate utility such as in preparing any type of polymer, not necessarily a polymer film 
as in Group III or requiring a solvent extraction step as in Group II or concerned with 
content of hydrogen ions as in Group IV; while subcombination II is unrelated to filtering 
as in Group I and subcombination III is unconcerned with hydrogen ion concentration as 



in Group IV. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
